Several of the immense 
ocean liners are over 600 feet long, bnt 
this is i,ho first attempt to oxceed tho 
remarkable 
HUKM uf tho Groat Eastern, 


the history of which reads like a 
romance. 
Up to the time when the 


Great Eastern wag built the largest 
vessel afloat had bnt 360 feet length of 
keel. Now there are vessels employed 
in lake navigation over 400 feet long. 
The Great Eastern was a failure. 
It 


made a few voyages, one of which was 
to this country. It was then devoted 
to the business o£ laying ocean cables, 
then as a coal transport, and was 
finally broken up and sold for scrap. 
The failure was due to obvious errors 
in the plan of construction. Its capac- 
ity was about 23,000 tons burden, bnt 
its horse power wag the ridiculously 
low figure of 0,000 in the aggregate. 
The steamers now plying tho Atlantic 
in the passenger and freight traffic, 
with from half to c«-o-thirds the ton- 
nage of the Great K^atern, have from 
twice to three times the amount of its 
horsepower. The Etruria has 13,000

rl«-» Must Fill Kxpenoe Account*. 


And now, all these candidates must 


file expense accounts in tho county 
clerk's office of what it'4 cost them to 
make the race for nomination. These 
accounts must be filed within ten days 
after the holding of the convention or 
primaries. 
There is a heavy penalty 


attached for failure to comply with the 
provisions of the law. Whether the 
candidate spent money or not, he must 
file a staterasst with the Qlerk- 


Section three of the election laws 


provides that every person who shall 
be a candidate before any caucus or 
convention, or at any primary election, 
for nomination for any office whiob, 
under the constitution or laws of this 
state is to be filled by popular elec- 
tion, or for the office of representative 
in the congress of tho United States, 
shall, within ten days after the holding 
of such caucus, convention or primary 
election make out a statement in writ- 
ing and file the samor with the clerk of 
the county in whioh he resides, and 
make uut and file a. duplicate thereof 
with the board, officer or officers, if 
any, empowered, by law to issue the 
certificate of election to such office. 
Such statement shall set forth in'detail 
eaoh and all sums of money and other 
things of value contributed, disbursed, 
expended or proimsed by him, and (to 
the best of his knowledge and belief) 
by any other person, cr persons, with 
his procurement in his behalf, wholly, 
or in part, in endeavoring to secure or 
in any way in connection with his 
nomination to such office or place, or 
in endeavoring to secure or defeat, or 
in any way in connection with the 
nomination of any other (person) or 
persons at such caucus, convention or 
primary election and showing the dates 
when and the persons by whom and to 
whom, and the purposes for which each 
such contribution, payment, expend- 
iture or promise was made, and such 
candidate shall subscribe and swear to 
such statement and such duplicate be- 
fore an officer authorized to administer 
oaths.

Dear John :— No donbt but you peo- 


ple are now all reading an accStmt of 
the hanging of Walling and Jackson, 
but while you are reading it I am 
ahaking hands with myself to think I 
had an opportunity of seeing them 
bang. 


I did not get to see them drop, but 


heard the fall very plain, and a short 
time after it I secured an entrance to 
the inclosuro. 


You will probably think it very 


funny, or strniige, that I should get 
in, but am very glad to say such was 
the case. 
If you uudersotod the lay of 


the ground around the court house and 
jail I could explain it, but as you prob- 
ably do not, I will try to tell you in 
the best way I cnu, how I happened to 
get in. 


Another student and I left the col- 


lege abonfc 9:43 a. in., with the inten- 
tion of going over to Newport to see 
the murderers while they were alive, 
if possible. 
This we 
did 
without 


much difficulty, 
as they kept their 


faces at the windows most all of the 
time, smoking cigars. Guards were 
stationed all around the jail and court 
house to keep the people away from the 
jail, and it was an impossibility to get 
through the line. 


The jail faces the back yards of a 


number of houses opposite it, and we, 
by a little shrewdness, worked our 
way iiito one of these yards opposite 
the jail. 


The police, whenever they would 


see auyoiie besides the folks who lived 
in these yards in them, would drive 
them out. 
We told the inau who 


owned the placo that we were from the 
same school as Jackson and Walling, 
ao, after asking us a good many ques- 
tions about them, gave us permission 
to stay in his yard. 
Our position com- 


manded a very good view of the pris- 
oners in their calls. 


It wa^ then about 10:30. 
Wo held 


our placo there ui.til 11:80, when .they 
were brought down to be hanged. 
While we could not sae them, everyone 
knew at the time they were being 
tak;en to the scaffold. 


To get a better view of them, some 


of the guards went over closer to the 
jail, aud while they were over there I 
saw my chance and rushed over toward 
the jail while none wore watching. 
Once ou the inside of guards you were 
aliright, as you know thfre wcraany 
amount of newspaper reporters there, 
and all you had to do was to ,go under 
a role as ono of them. 


In the exciteiu lit which prevailed, 


my fellow student climbed to the top of 
a telegraph polo — of which was given 
mention in the Post, but he was soon 
ordered down by a policeman. 
Even 


afc the top of the pole he could not see 
over the inolosnre which surrounded 
the gallows. 


After getting inside the guard line, 


our nest object was to get inside the in 
closure. 


Ac about 11 :-iO the trap was sprung 


and the noise of it added to the excite- 
ment which already prevailed close 
around the jail, only. 
Those who did 


not have nerve enough for such an or- 
deal were soon seen coming out. 
The 


trap had been sprung probably five or 
eight minutes when I uoticeed a young 
man coming down with a basket of 
bread, and knowing hn was going to 
take it in the jail, as I saw him take 
0116 uaskatfal in before the execution, 
I ran up to him and asked him iu let 
me help him carry it, at the same time 
taking hold of ..one end of the basket. 
He knocked at the door some time be- 
fore anyone came to let us in, but 
finally someone came and we both went 
in together. 
This bread was for the 


other prisoners, so we set it down in 
tho kitchen and I huriied around to 
vrhero tho bodies were hanging. 
Wal- 


ling was still jerking his shoulders 
when I got in, but Jackson was motion- 
less. 
Very strange to say, neither of 


fcheir necks were 
broken. 
though 


Walling'3 jaw was dislocated, or, at 
least, tho doctor said something hap- 
pened to his jaw. 


I saw them until the rope.n were un- 


tied,'and they were taken down aud put 
on the stretchers and then put ia their 
coffins. 


The papers stated that Walling died 


first, but when I saw them take Jack- 
son down first, I thought it was just 
the reverse.

Appropriation Bills Are Likely 


to Strike a Snag. 


COLONEL OTIS NOT APPOINTED. 


Aft«r Many Conference* It Is Finally 
, Settled That the Calif-iruinn Will Not 


B« Assistant Secretary of War—New 
Tariff Measure Will Be Discussed Dally 
In the House. 
Washington, March 22.—The senate 


Will devote the major portion of the 
week to the consideration of the An- 
glo-American treaty. If the appropri- 
ation bills which have passed the 
house as they were agreed upon in the 
le*t session should be reported to the 
•enate, they 
probably will receive 


prompt attention. 


There is a possibility that these bills 


may not be taken up immediately in 
committee owing to the absence of 
Borne committee members. It is also 
possible that when reported they may 
be 
somewhat changed, or if not 


changed in committee that they will 
b« in the senate. 


Many senators have propositions 


which they are anxious to see enacted 
Into law, and they are not disposed to 
forego this chance of getting them 
through. 


The Democratic leaders may con- 


eider it wise policy to hold the appro- 
priation hills up until the Republican 
policy in the senate with reference to 
the tariff Is developed. 


Senator Alison, chairman of the ap- 


propriations 
committee, will exert 


himself to secure speedy consideration 
of the hills. 


There Is little prospect of commit- 


tee work until the committee vacan- 
cies are .filled. The two sides of the 
chamber are holding out against each 
other, each contending for concessions 
which th'e other refuses to make. 


The Democrats still Insist on being 


allowed to fill all the placeg vacated 
by the retirement of Democratic sena- 
tors, while the Republicans contend 
that the silver Republicans and the 
Populisis should he charged to the 
Democrats. 
Upon the adjustment of 


this 
difference the' whole matter de- 


pends. Some way out of the difficulty 
ultimately will be found, but the open- 
Ing has not yet presented itself. 


TARIFP DKBATE. 


Honao Will Consider New Bill From 10 


n. m. to 1 p. in. 


Washington, March 22. — The pro- 


gram of the tariff debate in the house 
is simple but arduous. The house will 
sit from 10 a. m. until 11 p. m., with 
a recess from 5 to S each day for din- 
ner. 
The general debate will close 


Thursday night. 


Beginning Friday the bill will be 


read 
for amendment under the five- 


minute rule until 3 p. m. on the fol- 
lowing "Wednesday, March 31, when 
the bill and pending amendments will 
be voted upon. 


The committee on .ways and means, 


by the terms of the special order un- 
der which the house will operate, will 
have the right of way in the matter 
of amendments, and such amendments 
can at any time supersede pending 
amendments of individual members, a 
provision made 'to give the committee 
the fullest power to perfect their bill. 


Th debate will be opened by Mr. 


DIngly, the chairman of the ways and 
means, for the majority. Either Mr. 
Bailey of Texas, the selected leader of 
the minority, or Mr. McMillan of Ten- 
nessee, will reply. Mr. Bailey has ten- 
d-ered to Mr. McMillan this privilege 
In deference to his long service on the 
•ways and means committee, but it is 
not yet decided whether the latter will 
avail himself of the proffer.

ing the general debate will be given 
up almost entirely to set speeches by 
n*w members, who desire to get their

OTIS IS OUT. 


Callforninn Will Not Bo Appointed As- 


sistant Secretary of

Washington, March 22. — Colonel 


Harrison Gray Otis, formerly of Ohio 
but now of California, will not be as- 
sistant secretary of war. This conclu-

Colonel Otis is a personal friend of 


the president. 
They served together 


In the Twenty-tJjird 
Ohio regiment 


during th war, and in later years be- 
eame fast friends. Several times with- 
in the past few years Color.-el Otis has 
visited President McKinley at his Can- 
ton Some. When the fight for dele- 
gates was being made in 
California, 


Colonel Otis succeeded 
in capturing 


several delegates for Major McKinley, 
and later he worked earnestly for Mc- 
Kinley and the Republican ticket. 


Just be-fore leaving tho 
president 


the consulship to Calcutta was offered 
Colonel Otis. This he politely refused, 
•aylng It would take him abroad, 
wlifcre h« could not give cloie atten- 
tion to his privaU business.

These letters have 
been turned over to Postal Inspctor 
Salmon, who ^ill prsent them to the 
district attorney at Indianapolis for 
use before the federal grand jury for 
the purpose of indicting and trying 
Wood for such use of the mails. 


Wood was indicted over a year ago 


on the charge of abetting an abortion. 
Wood has not been at his home In 
Greencastle, Ind., for months, and his 
present whereabouts are unknown. 


It is proposed to get the secret srv- 


lc of the government after him. The 
Bryan family are also wanting Wood 
prosecuted and 
have been pursuing 


him. 


The. ashea of Scott Jackson were 


taken from the Cincinnati crematory 
and

As Pearl 
Bryan is buried In the 


Greencastle cemetery the pople of that 
place had refused burial for Jackson's 
body, and his mother was unable to 
take them to their old home in Maine. 


The remains of Walling were placed 


In a vault at Hamilton and may be 
brought back here for cremation, but 
it is thought that he will be buried in 
the family lot at Mount Carmel, Ind., 
where his father and other members 
of the family are buried.
